tiou with ease. Their srategy was skjll 
fully displayed at other points. Bu 
,-tbe intense undercurrent of 
against Sewall was fatal to them. 


Moreover, for the first time the "mid 


dle-of-the-road" element displayed gen 
eralship worthy of the name. Eecog 
nizing the fact that all hope of defeat 
ing Bryan's nomination was lost, they 
concentrated all their efforts agains 
Sewoil.

A CHAPTER OS SILVER, 


Mr. Editor : 


Our farmers and producers of all 


classes will have an opportunity at 
the coming national election to cast 
their votes for one of two planes of 
prices for their products. The pres- 
ent plane under the single gold stand- 
ard places wheat at about fifty cents 
per bushel, corn at twenty-five cents 
per bushel, wool at ten cents a pound, 
and other products in proportion. 
The demand remaining the same, 
these prices .will vary with the in- 
crease or decrease" in the supply. 
With the supply of money doubled 
by the use of both gold and silver as 
standard money, prices will range 
about the,,same as they were before 
the demonetization of silver ,m 1873 
—wlfeh wheat, at about 81 per bushel, 
corn 50 cents per bushel and wool at 
25 csnts a pound—which will vary up 
or down as the supply is decreased or 
increased or as tne demand • is de- 
creased or increased. Money is con- 
trolled by the law of supply and de 
mand, the same as products. As yon 
increase the volume* its purchasing 
power is less, and it takes more 
money to buy a pound of wool; and 
as yoa decrease the volume, its pur 
chasing power is greater, and it takes 
less money to buy a bushel of wheat. 
The present gold standard controls 
the general prices throughout the 
world, in silver standard as well as 
gold standard countries. In silver 
standard countries it takes two do!' 
lars of silver to buy one dollar ot gold, 
and that gives an advantage to all 
silver standard countries over the 
United States in selling their pro- 
ducts in the European 
markets. 


Europe consumes abo'ut all the sur- 
plus products of the silver countries 
aod the United States, and whatever 
price is paid in Liverpool establishes 
the price throughout the world. The 
advantage of the silver standard 
countries over the United States is 
in the exchange. For example : Our 
farmer sells his wool at his home 
market for ten cents a pound, present 
gold standard price. The Mexican 
sells his in New York for twelve 
cents a pound; he takes his twelve 
cents and excnanges it for silver, 
which gives him twenty-four cents 
for his wool. Silver being standard'

in this: Men who deal in money sure in- 
terested in making the property they 
deal in more and more valuable. This 
is a natural instinct in dealers in any 
property. 
A cattle man in Kansas -who 


owns 10,000 head of cattle knows that 
he could make his 10,000 head of cattle 
worth considerably more to him if he- 
could cause the sudden death of half 
the other cattle in the world. 


Tho money dealer understands this 


principle, end knowing that money is 
made by Ia\v he isas gone to where the 
law is made and caused the destruction 
of cue-half the money of the world. H<- 
is a dealer in money. It is the property 
that he studies. When he makes his 
money so valuable that it will buy more 
and'"more of your property and miise, 
he is the gainer. \Vhen the farmer's 
wheat exchanges for less and less mon- 
ey, the fanner gro\vs relatively poorer 
than the man who owns the nionrv. 
The unfortunate circumstance that adds 
additional gravity to the situation -is 
that tho money dealer deals in :: proper- 
ty -upou which all civilization is. de- 
pending. It is the blood of civilization 
in which he deals, and when he absorbs 
it he strangles civilization. "When he 
depletes the arteries of commerce by 
hoarding about him this blood of civi- 
lization—society, arts, commerce—civi- 
lization itsuif is affected.

From a theoretical point of view, the 


free coinage of silver at 36- to 1, re-es- 
tablished by the United States without 
the concurrence of Europe, 'would be a 
vicious solution, but it would nevcnhe^ 
less be a step in tho direction of inter- 
national bimetallism; for, under the 
regime cf the new • standard, tho pro- 
ductive power of the Uuiicd States 
would receive KO enormous an impulse, 
and this development would have such 
a disastrous effect upon the economic 
and financial interests of Ei!£i;u;<; and

The streams in this vicinity have 


all risen and most of them are over- 
flowing thair banks. It Is an extra- 
ordinary occurrence Tor the rivers 
and their tributaries i o be so high at 
this time of year. Such a waterfall j 
as we have been having during the 
past two weeks has not been kuuwn 
for years. Hog creek has risen and 
fills its whole basin, and the dam 
above i,he paper mill cannot be locat- 
ed by one not knowing where it is.; 
The streams that have not such a 
large channel have overflowed their 
banks and covered surrounding fields, 
causing an immense loss to farmers. 
Many fields have the appearance of 
large lakes. The heavy rains have 
worked great damage to the farmers. 
A greater pars of the wheat that is 
standing sliocked in the fields will be 
lost. There was a great deal of rag 
weed in the wheat which, bound in 
the wheat, is assisting the .dampness 
in causing the wheat to sprout. 
Shocks of wheat can be #een in tbe 
fields black with rust 
A great deal 


of the oats has not been cut, and 
the farmers say that the oats crop, 
whicn a raw weeks ago promised such 
an abundant yield, will be a total 
loss 
The hay crop is also suffering. 


It is also feared ihat the potato crop 
will be greatly injured. The wet 
weather is causing them to rot in the 
hills, and farmers say that it is not 
uncommon to find wnole fields with- 
out a sound potato in them. The 
low grounds are suffering the most, 
and here the corn crops will be great- 
ly Injured, but the corn on the high- 
er grounds promises a large yeld. 


The damage that is being done Is 


almost beyond calculation. It is ex 
f-emely disappointing to the farmers 
after such a favorable spring and pro 
pitlous summer, to see their labor 
lost when the grain is ripe and ready 
to be gathered. 


The Delpuos Herald says that the 


damage in that section is appalling, 
and that the farmer is a heavy suf 
ferer. 


The Ottawa Ga^tte speaks of the 


flood In Putnam county as follows. 
The flood of last week was the most 
disastrous our farmers along the 
Blanchard river and Riley creek bad 
experienced for many years. While 
bish water was expected, all calcula- 
tions were exceeded. Wheat that 
was joat ready for the thresher came 
down in immense quantities. Some- 
times it fixated in shocks and some 
times in separate 
sheaves. 
One 


farmer lost ninety acres of it, an- 
other thirty, another twenty, another 
fifteen, another twelve, and so on al! 
along the two streams. Besides this, 
much corn was killed, or will die 
from being in the water, and .the en 
tire loss will be very great. 
^ 


A dispatch from Ifindlav ssyg: 
Continuous rains and floods have 


destroyed a large sha,-e of the crop; 
in this county. One naif the hay is 
still uncut, the wheat is nearly ail in 
the fields sprouting and unfit for 
market, and the oat fields are so wet 
that no machine can go into them to 
cut it. 
Hundreds ot thousands of 


dollars will not measure the losses ot 
the past three weeks in this section.

the common error that heavy draft horses 
were indispensable on Cape Cod for pall 
ing t,en a light carriage on the heavy 
sandy roads. But experience has taught 
both Mrs. Cleveland and the president 
that mere vreight in driving horses does 
not conii! for much here. One might 
just as well have snch a stylish pair as 
she has brought here this beason as to 
asist upon aaytmng approaching track 
lorses that are out of proportion vrith 
the remainder of the turnouts. Good 
wind; grit and short legs for hill climb- 
-ug count more than size or sheer 
irreagth of siaew in horseflesh. The 
nativs horse runs below the medium 
ized stature of country horses m Sew 
Shgland. They ore toagh, wiry beasts 
and seem to have that touch suggestive 
of web footedneis, -which permits their 
loofs to pound along over the deep sand 
without sinking into or throwing it in 
clouds Tith each seep. 


'Tis said of the Cape Cod girls that 


he remarkable agility they Jiave ac- 
tured in -walking with apparent ease 
and comfort over the deep sand is owjng 
o a peculiar knack, as they term it, of 
vaiking with a forward and backward 
oil, which turns die toes np in front 
with each step and the heels up in 
rack in the same manner 
The native 


horses have that same knack. It is a 
quick lifting of the feet immediately 
upon their striking the earth with a 
lightness that la very marked. Perhaps 
this constant training in workaday life 
is what makes *he Gape Codders such 
exceptionally good dancers on the ball- 
room floors. 


-Mrs. Cleveland's new pair are light 


bays and -well matched—much better 
matched than the pair she drove last 
summer, as the latter were uneven in 
size and one was at least two shades 
darker than-the other The new horses 
are better matched in both respects. 
They are by no means small, but in 
good proportion to the two seated, can- 
opy topped carryall to which, they are 
nearly always attached. 


This carryall is not new Thi^ year It 


was made in Binghamton, BT. Y , SPV- 
eral years ago for the presidential fam- 
ily, and it does not seem to wear out. 
It is a low box, roomy affair, finished 
m the natural wood of a yellow brown 
tint. Curtains that are kept constantly 
.rolled np all around, except in very-se- 
vere weather, are of a tint to match the 
woodwork. It is upholstered m russet 
leather throughout 


Everything about it is of russet yel- 


low brown snade, and the horses come 
about as near to the prevailing tone as 
it is possible to find That is wherein 
the turnout this summer is much ne'urer 
to being a perfect symphony in color 
than before. 


But Mrs. Cleveland does not carry 


out the color scheme to the limit She 
refuses to use a natural leather color 
harness It is always cheap looking 
Her horses' harnesses are black leather 
throughout and somewhat elaborate. 
They are silver mounted in a new pat- 
tern, and on the saddle pad IB either 
side, on the olmders, and on each rosette 
of the bndle are these three letters in a 
monogram "F F C " 


These are the initials of Mrs Cleve- 


land. Prances Folsom Cleveland they 
stand for, and are tne insignia that the 
equipage throughout is the personal 
property of the wife of the president 
These initials are raised letters of pol- 
ished silver of a peculiar, elongated, 
very English pattern.

Weeks. All imgortaiit producing dis- 
tricts shared in tne increase except West 
Virginia and JSew York, which showed 
slight decreases

total of 709,71 J,403 barrels of crude pe- 
troleum has been produced in the coun 
try, of winch 516,037,^50 barrelsreprp 
sent the product of tne Pennsylvania

The stocks in the Appalachian oil- 


field at the close of last year were 
5,344,784 barrels, a decrease 
from 


6,499,bSO, the stock on hand at tbe 
close of the preceding year

Potato Blight. 


Easily recognized symptoms of tte 


late blight are The sudden blackening 
of large patches in mature leaves and 
a peculiar odor in the potato field that 
is given off by the decaying tissue of 
the leaves 
It was formerly 
sup- 


posed that in order to have the use of 
the bordeaux mistore 111 tho potato field 
successful the treatment must begin be- 
fore there was a general outbreak of the 
blight lu the field. Experience at the 
Khode Island station last season indi- 
cated that the supposition is incorrect. 
The treatment of the vines \vasdeferred 
until after there was a general outbreak 
of the trouble that followed the heavy 
rain on July 4. Rainy weather made it 
necessary to spray the vines three times 
during the1 first five days after the treat- 
ment began in order to keep them well 
covered with the mixture. During the 
remainder of the season the vines were 
sprayed four times. With this treat- 
ment the Wight did not injure the crop 
appreciably 


Farm Crops In Blanltoba. 


At the Manitoba experiment farm at 


Brandon rolling wheat proved advan- 
tageous. Whea.C cut in the dough stage 
or one week before perfectly npe yielded 
almost as much as when allowed to npen 
thoroughly, but cutting before the dough 
stage was reached greatly reduced the 
yield, Drilled_-wheat yielded more than 
that sown broadcast. In a test of 15 
varieties of six rowed barley, Excelsior, 
a beardless variety, afforded the largest 
yield. 


The yield of fiaxseed was practically 


identical whether 90, 70 or 40 pounds 
of seed per acre were used. Twpn*y-three 
pounds ol millet seed per acre aftorded 
a larger yield both of hay aud of pram 
than was obtained when 46 pounds of 
seed were used. 


Sunflowers planted at distances of 8 


by 1 feet yielded 13,300 pounds per acre 
of ripe heads. With all roots tested, 
early sowing proi ed advantageous. 


The Army Worm. 


The army worm has made its appear- 


ance in a number of the central western 
states. These natural enemies usually 
hold them in check, so that there is lit- 
tle extended injury to crops If, how - 
ei er, the worms are very numerous, the 
migration from one field to another mav 
be prevented by constructing barriers 
as in the case of chinch bugs Deep fur- 
rows with perpendicular sides, boards 
set on edge with tho upper edge smeared 
with tar, plowing under infested crops 
and rolling have all pro\ ed efficacious 
in certain instances aud can all be tried 
with profit 
Much was expected of the 


various fungous diseases which have 
been experimented with, but up to date 
they have not proved entirely satisf ac 
tory. bpraying infested crops with Ion 
don purple or pans green has been tried 
with good results, but oilier methods 
should probably be resorted to first,—

if possible—there should be not more 
than about "> squire feet of feeding sur- 
face in the silo for eaoh cow , tJie larger 
the silo tho cheaper the storage 'or each

VThat is probably the smallest practi- 


cal typewriting machine iu the world 
has ri'ccurly been invented and is now 
being manufactured in Rockford, Ills. It 
is made made of iilnnuinmn and IF 2^a 
inches in diameter, three-fourths of an, 
inch deep and wcsghs complete but 3ls 
ounces, about the same size and weight 
as an ordinary watch. It can be carried 
in the vast pocket and is ready for use 
at any time. 


Its mechanism is very simple. The

Sailon* Victimized at Baenog Ayres. 
It seems that nt many ports abroad 


grejl injury is suffered by British ship- 
ping through the crews of vessels being 
enticed away from their ships, necessi- 
tating the obtaining of other and in 
many cases incompetent hands. 
In 


Bueiios Ayies this practice is very preva- 
lent, so much so that the attention of 
the British government has been drawn 
to it. 


The supplying of new crews at Buenos 


Ayres is left in tho han,ds of certain 
boarding lionso keepers, and it invari- 
ably happens that no hands can be ob- 
tained at all while the vessels are lying 
in dock. If they could, the men would 
be shipped before the British consul, 
and then matters would be put right. 
The mode of procedure is to let the 
steamer leave the dock, and while in 
tho river tho sailors and firemen—the 
new men—are brought off in a email 
boat, apparently in a state of drunken- 
ness. The master has 110 choice but to 
take the men, and the shipping agent or 
boarding house keeper gets> a fee of 
about 16 shillings for each man.
